Speaks on 


Ostracism 








There has been much ado lately in the public 
press about certain doings in the Jewish commu- 
nity of Louisville. (Time had a piece about it in 
its department of religion.) 

In Louisville it has been proposed and approved 
by five of the congregations that Jews who are 
not affiliated with synagogues shall not be entitled 
to the services that synagogues have to offer, such 
as funeral and marriage rites. However, poor 
Jews who couldn’t afford to pay dues to a syna- 
gogue will be charitably treated to everything 
that’s due a Jew at death. 

The matter of the unaffiliated Jews is one of 
our private controversies and it was painful to see 
it tossed around in the general press. 

If the religious ostracism—you might call it ex- 
communication — of the unaffiliated Jew were 
something proposed in one community alone, it 
would scarcely be worth noticing, except as a 
quaint survival of medievalism. But it is being 
seriously discussed in many communities and, in 
fact, was for awhile an accepted practice in the 
temples of the town in which I live. It was 
dropped in deference to hostile Jewish opinion. 

I contemplate the unhappy fate of one whom 
we shall call Mr. Segal and who, let us imagine, 
lived and died in Louisville. Mr. Segal is dead but 
his soul continues to abide in Louisville because 
the rabbis have been forbidden to commend it to 
eternity in paradise. 

True, there is one Louisville rabbi who has said 
no to all this. He will serve gladly anyone who 
comes to him. But this rabbi is of the Reform 
persuasion. Mr. Segal’s people want him blessed 
and commended only under orthodox auspices. 

Who was this Segal whose soul is homeless in 
Louisville? He was an unaffiliated Jew. This is 
to say, Mr. Segal did not belong to any of the 
Louisville synagogues. He was not too poor to 
pay dues, nor did he feel less Jewish because he 
did not belong to a synagogue. 

I do not defend this Segal but merely make an 
objective statement of his religious attitude. 

Mr. Segal believed a good religious life was 
possible in the solitude of his own heart. He did 
not quarrel with other people who, for religious 
expression, preferred to congregate in synagogues. 
He even approved of that and said if in that way 
people can best approach God I am for it. 

He himself was able to retire into the solitude 
of his heart and make his synagogue there. He 
did not go about arrogantly boasting of the 
superiority of this private synagogue of his. He 
respected everybody’s synagogue and church, and 
disputed no man’s way of approaching God. 

Moreover, Mr. Segal did his part in the Jewish 
life of Louisville and in the general life as well. 
He gave to all the drives, secular and Jewish; he 
was a good citizen and was concerned with purity 
in Louisville’s politics. He was in all things 2 
decent person. 

Such was the late Mr. Segal.

There is the rule that ex-communicates him 
from the house and comforts of Israel because he 
was not a dues-paying member. Why, his family 
is asked, didn’t he think of the future of his soul 
while he was living? Why didn’t he pay dues? 
If he had belonged to a congregation and paid 
dues he would have insured himself for commenda- 
tion to the Most High. 

So Mr. Segal’s soul, unattended by the proper 
services, keeps on lingering in Louisville. I am 
not saying anything against Louisville as a place 
in which to linger. Louisville is, indeed, a lovely, 
mellow city with something of the charm of the 
South and the vigor of the North. Mr. Segal’s 
soul wouldn’t mind lingering in Louisville and 
going about doing what good it can. But he feels 
horribly troubled to see his wife and children 
suffering acutely because the rabbis weren’t al- 
lowed to say for him the words that would have 
sent him to Paradise. 

In the meantime, other souls that paid dues are 
blessed into the bliss of eternal life. Mr. Segal’s 
soul observes that some of these in their lifetime 
did not walk in all the ways required of man, but 
they paid dues. Mr. Segal’s homeless soul looks 
at them charitably. Well, well, he sighs simply. 

All of this suggests that Israe] may not justly 
reject from its honors the unaffiliated Jew whose 
one fault may be that he didn’t pay dues: He may 
have had a synagogue in his heart and the ever- 
lasting light was burning there. He may have 
walked with God all his days. 

What synagogue president may set himself up 
impertinently to say: “He wasn’t one of us and 
there’s nothing doing for him.”

Addition For State Association Program 


N PLANNING the annual meeting of the Indiana 

State Association of B’nai B’rith, which will 
not be held until Fall, it seems that some more 
constructive program, in addition to the reports 
and election of officers, should be considered. 
Last year at Terre Haute, two papers were read 
on pertinent lodge problems, and this innovation 
should be made a permanent part of the meetings. 

Still there is no reason why more matters of 
vital concern to the welfare of the many lodges in 
Indiana shoud not be taken up. For instance, 
since membership work is so important, why not 


a meeting of all membership chairmen (usually 
first vice-presidents) at which a discussion of the 
best method of conducting drives could be held. 
The retention committee could hear a paper on the 
work done in one of the lodges that was outstand- 
ing. The same thing is true of program chairmen, 
and in fact of almost every phase of B’nai B’rith 
work. 

Of course this type of convention would mean 
more work, but these committee meetings could 
be so productive of good for the lodges, that the 
delegates probably would welcome the opportunity 
to exchange information and ideas. 


The General Jewish Council, Is It Coming to Life? 


HAT the General Jewish Council is finally 

stepping down from the position it has dog- 
gedly maintained almost to its extinction, of a 
body separate and apart from the people who 
made it possible, was made evident by the pro- 
ceedings of the recent convention of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis. 

At the opening of the convention, the rabbis 
heard a committee report which declared that 
nothing has been done to implement the Pitts- 
burgh agreement of June, 1938, which promised 
“immediate coordination of the activities” of the 
four major defense organizations “through the 
creation of a central body.” 

There was no hint at this time that the General 
Jewish Council had heard this criticism or any 
of the other criticisms voiced throughout the 
past.three years by almost every national and 
local group including practically all of the mem- 
bers of the G. J. C., too. 

Then, from the time the report was made until 
the day the convention ended, the C. C, A. R. 
was advised that the General Jewish Council had 
decided to enlarge its membership and that the 
Synagogue Council of America, of which the 
C. C. A. R. is a part, had been invited to a place 
on the body. 

Obviously then, in the few days between the 
preparation and delivery of the report which did 
not mention the inclusion of the Synagogue Coun- 
cil in the General Jewish Council, and the end 


of the sessions of the C. C. A. R., the G. J. C. 
had done some quick thinking and fast acting. 
The invitation was extended to forestall the full 
force of the C. C. A. R. condemnation. 

Despite the political nature of this action, it 
still is important, because it indicates that finally 
the G. J. C. is taking notice of the criticism its 
inactivity has aroused. 

The Cleveland Jewish Community Council at its 
meeting June 25 said the same thing in the 
reverse way when, according to The Jewish Inde- 
pendent, it “urged that machinery be set up 
promptly for constant exchange of information 
and advice between the General Jewish Council 
and communities throughout the country.” If the 
G. J. C. must report to Jewish communities 
throughout the country then it must become cog- 
nizant of the wishes of these communities, a 
change which is nothing else than revolutionary. 

The resolution finally adopted by the C. C. A. R. 
expressed satisfaction that the G. J. C. (who else 
has been invited to sit in the Council?) had given 
recognition to the Synagogue Council but still 
maintained the suggestion in the report heard at 
the opening of the convention that a “more com- 
prehensive, responsive and durable” council be 
formed to replace the present group. 

As The Post has said before the G. J. C. has 
all the best wishes of everybody, and the only 
desire on anybody’s part is that the Council begin 
to function, and NOW.

B’nai B'rith Magazine Comments On Abolition 
of Nominating Committee by Indianapolis Lodge— 
We hear that in the Indianapolis B’nai B’rith lodge 
there was a spirited election last month. There 
were two slates of candidates. Instead of officers 
being automatically promoted from chair to chair 
there was a contest for all offices except the 
presidency. 

Thus, it appears, Indianapolis threw the doors 
open to all who sought the opportunity to serve. 


A member didn’t have to start with being monitor 
in order, after a long rotation, to attain the 
higher ranks. 

It was believed that this method of election, 
besides being more democratic, encourages lead- 
ership and allows a wider selection of quality. (It 
was argued that it really doesn’t always follow 
that a brother, having been elected monitor in the 
first place, is qualified eventually to be president.)
